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YESTERDAY’S CASES IN THE COURTS - 


‘A FINANCIAL 
TRAGEDY.” 


SEQUEL TO LAND SLUMP. . 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

‘The hearing of the action of William H. 
West, of ‘ Ballinamallard, and Robert J. 
Parker and John G, Magrath, of. Clones, 
against William J. Strain, of - Ballygolda, 
Roscommon, was concluded. The piaintiffs 
claimed £2,580 alleged to be ‘due to: them by 
the defendant on foot of a guarantee to the 
Bank of Ireland.’ The defendant denied that 
any sum was due to him by the plaintiffs, 
and pleaded that any money paid to the 
bank on foot of any guarantee was paid in 
discharge of their own obligations.. He 
counterclaimed » £1,410 against the plaintiffs, 
and they denied that they owed him any 
money, 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., and Mr. McGuckin 
(instructed hy Mr. Michael Dawson) 
appeared for the plaintiffy, and Mr. Leonard, 
K.C., and Mr. C. 8. Campbell (instructed 
by Mr. M. J. Heverin) for the defendant. 

The hearing occupied five days. 

A DERELICT FARM. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, in the course of his 
judgment, said that this was really a finan- 
cial tragedy arising out of the land slump 
in the early ‘twenties. The action had 
arisen out of the financial embarrassment of 
the defendant, Mr. W. J. Strain, caused 
mainly by the fall of land values since 1920. 
He was a farmer in the County Down, but 
in 1928 purchased a farm at Grange, County 
Roscommon, for the sum of £3.800, of 
which portion was advanced by the Northern 
Bank. By reason of local land trouble he 
was unable to keep possession of this farm 
or to work it. He arranged to sell it to a 
local committee who acted on behalf of the 
inhabitants, but the landlord would not 
agree; so it was left for several years 
derelict on his hands, and he suffered con- 
siderable financial loss. He himself was 
reduced to penulry and his family almost to 
starvation. In respect of this financial] loss 
ho received from the Loyalist Grants Com. 
mittee in London, in 1927, an award (which 
was, perhaps. somewhat belated) of £5,400. 

When he had to clear out of Grange, 
Roscommon, he entered into a deal, which 
furned out to be most disastrous, for the 
purchase of a farm at Jamestown, County 
Fermanagh, with which this guarantee was 
concerned, and he went there to reside. The 


purchase money of this farm of 367 acres | 


was £10,000. He borrowed £8,000 of this 
from Mr. Atkinson, a well-known soliciior 
in Portadown, on a mortgage of Jamestown, 
and at that time his liability in respect: of 
Grange to the Northern Bank was about 
£4,000. He was liable for the rent of Grange 
farm and outgoings, and it was relevant to 
this case to note that he borrowed from one 
of the plaintiffs, Mr. West, £400 to pay a 
portion of the rent or some arrears.

His lordship, thought’ that the three plain. 
tifis were trying to be correct in their recol- 
lection... At first he had some doubts about 
Strain, but changed his mind with reference 
to him, and did not think he was deliberately 
untruthful. Strain went to Parker at the 
suggestion of West, and told him the whole 
situation, and, according to Parker's version, 
asked him would he take over the mortgage 
or get his bank to take it over and so give 
Strain time to sell the farm in lots and realise 
more out of it. The inducement he held out 
to Parker was that the latter would get his 
usual ‘commission ‘on the sales, including the 
sales to-the Irish Land Commission. -This 
latter’ part of .the. proposition his lordship 
could not accept, as not only did Strain deny 
it strenuously, though it was supported by 
McGrath and West, but it was contrary to 
the idea of getting rid of the Land Commis- 
sion sale, which was the main factor under- 
lying the new move. 

JUDGMENT FOR DEFENDANT. 

His Lordship then dealt at length with the 
evidence respecting the various interviews 
between the parties and also the corre- 
spondence, and said that he found it a fact, 
upon the evidence, that they were all as 
between.. themselves  co-adventurers or 
partners under such circumstances’ that 
everyone ‘must in law contribute his share 
of the loss. The case, on the pleadings and 
insisted on in the course of the trial by both 
sides, was that as between: the four. On 


the one hand, Strain was the sole and only 
principal,” arid the three plaintifis became 
/sureties for him without consideration and 
iat hissrequest. Straim, in addition to deny- 
‘ing this, adhered to the case that he was 
inot liable. for. principal or contributions, 
as the three plaintiffs took upon themselves 
i the -entire liability.

Mr. Atkinson, the mortgagee of the James- 
town farm, did not prove in this arrangement.

by their knowledge that the defendant ccm- 
pany was about to institute such competing 
services, ' 

REASON FOR SALE. 

Mr. Colin Shaw, in an affidavit, stated 
that ‘in no place outside Dublin on the routes 
operated by his company had the defendant 
company any parcel motors delivering goods 
up to the end of last February. The parcel 
service referred to by Mr. Griffith was the 
usual parcel service by means of passenger 
‘buses. The statement that the plaintiff 
company’s anxiety to sell was brought about 
by their knowledge that the defendant com. 
pany was about to institute a competing 
service was untrue. Mr. Shaw was anxious 
to sell to enable him to take up a good posi. 
tion that he had been offered in England, 
and as long ago as November, 1929, he got 
In touch with a motor agent at Olympia 
with a view to the sale of the plaintiff com- 
pany’s business. 

Mr, Overend said that it. seemed an extra 
ordinary thing that the defendant company, 
having determined to drive the plaintiff com. 
pany off the road, should have got confiden 
tial information from them, copied the plain 
tiff company’s weigh-bills and used the fruits 
of the plaintiff company’s labours without 
doing any work for themselves, for the 
plaintiff company's destruction. It was diffi. 
cult to restrain one’s language when speak- 
ing of such conduct. 

Mr. Rice, K.C., who, with Mr, E. J. 
Kelly (instructed by Messrs. Arthur Cox 
and Co.), appeared for the defendant com- 
pany, said that he would have to deal with 
the class of information that his’ clients got, 
and there was one impression that he would 
like to have removed at once—that was that 
the defendant: company got information for 
the- purpose of competition. Before other 
companies had been purchased for the 
amalgamated service precisely the same 

rocess of investigation was gone through. 

he history of the present transaction was 
the same down to the point when the 
directors of the defendant company made up 
their minds, for reasons that business men 
were entitled to take into account, not to 
purchase the plaintiff. company. There was 
no bad faith, such as had been suggested 
by his. friend. 

QUESTION OF COPYRIGHT. 

Mr, Justice Meredith said that, as regards 
the question of ‘copyright, there was, to his 
mind, clearly an infringement of copyright, 
and the plaintiffs were entitled to an injunc- 
tion on that question. 

Mr. Rico said that he wished to be heard 
on that matter, and his lordship might be 
satisied with an undertaking that the 
defendant company would issue entirely new 
bills without -prejudice to their rights. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that he would 
adjourn the matter for argument until 
to-morrow morning.

LAND COMMISSION SALE. 

Strain then sought time in which to make 
some arrangement to rehteve the sithation by 
getting Atkinson's mortgage taken over by 
the Northern Bank or some other bank, or 
some person. Under an agreement dated the 
21st November. 1924, Strain, in consideration 
of Atkinson withdrawing the seizure and not 
disputing an agreement whereby Strain's 
furniture and chattels had been given to his 
children. in 1922, gave Atkinson authority to 
accept the offer of the Land Commission in 
the event of Strain not being able to get a 


bank or other person to take over Atkinson’s | 


mortgage before December 10th, 1924. His 
lordship was satisfied that the dominant idea 
in Strain’s mind at. this time was that he 
would get rid of Atkinson s importunity and 
the impending acceptance of the Land Com- 
mission's offer by getting Atkinson’s mort- 
gage taken over by someone who would favour 
kis tdea of free sales of land in lots. The 
claim of the plaintiffs was that, as a result 
of the arrangement that was subsequently 
made, they were merely guarantors, and 
nothing more, and that the primary liability 
of principal was upon Strain alone. Strain 
claimed, on the other hand, that, while he 
could not deny liability as principal to the 
bank, he was in no sense (as between him- 
self and the plaintiffs) the principal in the 
transaction, and that his name was used 
merely as part of the machinery for taking 
over the mortgage by the plaintiffs from 
Atkinson. 

It must also he remembered that Strain’s 
liability upon the covenant in Atkinson’s 
mortgage had gone by reason of the arrange- 
ment in the Bankruptcy Court in 1922. and 
the only resort open at that time to Atkin- 
son In respect of the principal sum and 
interest was the Jand and the interest accrued 
before the arrangement. The interest accrued 
since the arrangement was, however, a per- 
sonal lability upon Strain From Strain’s 
evidence,. his lordship was satisfied that 
Sirain knew this situation, and that Atkinson 
had only the land to look to—a position 
whicn he wished to preserve in all the future 
negotiations as far as he could.

The defendants, in their defence, did not 
admit the alleged agreement entered into by 
the plaintiff and Messrs. Roger Greene and 
Sons, and stated they were in no way con- 
cerned with it. They alleged that the plaintiff 
attended as solicitor for the company on the 
taxation, and opposed the costs of the 
defendants, and that he acted as solicitor in 
the record for the hotel company in these 
proceedings. , 

Mr. Justice Meredith had dismissed the 
action with costs, as Mr. Julian, he said, 
never. succeeded in procuring a firm contract, 
his lordship previously having expressed his 
regret that Messrs. Fottrell had not agreed 
to regard themselves as having acted as 
agents for Mr. Julian.

George de Browne was born in 
in 1698. He. too, felt the eall 
of the strange land of Russia, and found 
his way there when he was about twentyv- 
two years of age. He was given a com- 
mission In the Czar’s Army. and distin- 
suished himself in several campaigns 
against Poland, France and Prussia. 
Indeed, so deep an impression did he make 
on his superiors that he became a Field- 
Marshal before he was thirty—a remark- 
able record even for those days, when it 
was strictly true to say that every private 
carried a Field-Marshal’s baton in his 
knapsack, The fact that a foreigner, 
without any shred of influence, should 
rise so rapidly was surely a fine tribute 
to the spirit which animated the 
authorities in eighteenth-century Russia, 
Wishing to retire, Count de Browne 
applied to the Empress Catherine, but 
she thought so highly of him and depended 
on him to such an extent that he had to 
remain in her service until he was nearly 
eiuhty. He died at last in 1792; after 
nearly.a life-time’s service to his adopted 
country. His descendants occupied high 
positions in Kussia, and one of them was 
Governor of Livonia not so many years

An Afghan Epitaph. 
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i Irish Giants. 


Ireland has contributed her quota to 
the list of celebrated giants for the past 
three hundred years, In the reign of 
King James, Edward Malone, born in Co. 
Meath about 1665, was exhibited at 
Oxford. London, and many other places. 
In a handbill of the day he is described 
as “‘ of prodigious height and bigness, and 
every way proportionate, and the like hath 
not been seen since the memory of man.” 
Dr. Molyneux, who examined him, states: 
‘‘I saw and measured Edward Malone at 
Dublin in the year 1682; his father, 
though a proper man, was no way 
remarkable for his height ; and his mother 
was of more than ordinary low stature. 
He was then seventeen years of age, and, 
when he stood on the bare ground with 
his shoes off, he measured full seven feet 
seven inches in height.” 

The skeleton of that celebrated Irish 
giant, Cornelius McGrath, is preserved in 
the Museum of Trinity College, Dublin. 
McGrath was left an orphan, and became a 
protégé of Berkeley, the famous Bishop of 
Cloyne, who, no doubt, saw that he was 
well-fed. He grew and grew. till he 
reached the height of seven feet cight 
inches, being then but nineteen years old. 
A ridiculous story gained credence that 
McGrath had been fed on giant-making 
food. However, just as the good Bishop 
had got him fairly started as an example 
of ripe nutrition, Cornelius died. 


Ghe O’Briens. 


In the Royal College of Surgeons, 
london, is the skeleton of an Irish giant, 
who, in his day, excited great wonder and 
curiosity. His name was Charles Byrne, 
or O’Brien. The skeleton measures seven 
feet eight and three-quarter inches. The 
Annual Register of 1783, recording his 
death in that year, chronicles:—‘‘ in 
Cockspur street, Charing Cross, died Mr. 
Charles Byrne, the famous Irish giant, 
whose death was said to have been pre- 
cipitated by excessive drinking, but more 
particularly by the loss of almost all. his 
property, which he had simply invested iv 
au single Bank of England note for £700.”’ 
It appears that he hid this note in a fire 
place, and somebody lighted the fire and 
burned the poor giant’s savings. O’Brien 
is described as “ well-proportioned,’’ but 
‘ in-kneed.”’ 

Plaster casts of the hands of Patrick 
Cotter, commonly called O’Brien, are also 
preserved in the same college. He was 
born at Kinsale about 1760, and died in 
1807. In height he measured eight [eet 
seven inches, but lacked the strength and 
physique of Charles O’Brien.

‘She Stoops to Conquer.” 


The genesis of that robust comedy of 
errors, ““ She Stoops to Conquer,’ 18 
traced in the locality to a jeu d esprit of 
Goldsmith’s ’teens. He was at school 
near Edgeworthstowu, and, wishing to 
get home to Lissoy, he contrived to borrow 
a nag and a guinea for his journey, and 
set out. Arriving at the town of Ardagh. 
he inquired of the first person. he met for 
the best house in the place. So con- 
sequential was his air, that the person, 


a certain Kelly, who was given to 
waggery, directed him to what was, in 


fact, though in a different sense from that 
intended by Oliver, the best house in the 
town, the private property of Mr. Fether- 
stone. Goldsmith rede up to the place, 
and, deeming that he was at an inn, 
gave instructions for the care of his 
horse, strode into the diningroom, made 
himself thoroughly at home, and inquired 
what was for supper. It took some little 
time for the servants to learn what was 
to do, and the complications which ensued 
afforded the germ of the situations which 
were to be so delightfully worked up in 
the play of his later years. 


An Epitaph from Afghanistan. 


From Kohat, on the borders of Afghant- 
stan, comes an epitaph, to which the un- 
conscious humour displayed therein lends 
an added interest. It runs thus: “ Here 
rest the remains of Michael Healy, 
Apothecary in the Hon’ble Company's

March, 1850. Michael Healy was an

AA Temperamental Bard. 


The way of a rent-collector is pro- 
verbially hard, and traditionally so in 
Ireland. There are authors who would 
approve of the precedent set by Bard 
O'Daly, but it is to be feared that they 
would hardly get away with it. O'Daly 
found himself the tenant of O'Donnell, 
the Lord of Tirconnell, but, 
a poet, he felt that he should be exempt 
from the payment of any rent, rates or 
taxes at all. O’Donnell had had business 
with poets before, and, before he sent his 
Lailiff to collect, he warned him that he 
should exercise considerable tact with 


Murray O'Daly of Lissadill. The man 
Brollaghan—such was the _ collector's 


name—had not much experience, and, as 
bad luck would have it, Lissadill was his 
first call. Remembering his master’s 
‘structions, he was already in a dither, 
and the enormous size and _ ferocious 
countenance of () Daly did not expedite 
his recovery. Bluntly, he blurted out his 
errand. Whereupon the poet, without 
more ado, up and smote him with a battle- 
axe, so that he died. The murder 
momentarily upset the nerves of the bard, 
and he went as far as Limerick for the 
good of his health. From that city he 
wrote three poems to O’Donnel, with a 
view to clarifying the situation. He 
pointed out that, after all, the cause of 
enmity was trivial. Brollaghan was a 
low person, and had been really most 
effensive—‘‘ and I killed the clown. Oh, 
Heaven! is that a cause of enmity?’ 
Struck by his arguments, O'Donnell 
forgave the assault upon his bailiff, and 
restored O’Daiy to lands and security.

Dublin Sedan Chairs. 


One hundred and fifty years ago Dublin 
ladies marched downstairs in all their 
stateliness and took their seats in the 
private sedan chairs drawn up in the 
hall, and were then carried off by liveried 
hearers to the fashionable tea ‘‘ drum ”’ 
or subscription ball. No lady would walk 
abroad who could afford her private sedan 
chair. A writer in 1775 remarks that it 
was a reproach for a gentlewoman to be 
seen walking the streets. 

The chair was an easy and comfortable 
mode of conveyance when as yet good 
citizens were net in a hurry, and trams

Arriv- 
ing at his destination, his simple remark 
was that ‘‘ except for the honour and 
glory of the thing he might as well have

Ghomas Pleasants. 


Dublin has been singularly lucky in the 
way that its men of affluence have applied 
their riches to the amelioration of the 
lot of the poorer citizens and to the 


improvement of the city’s amenities. Not 
least memorable among her beneiactors 


should be the name of Thomas Pleasants. 
By him the Royal Dublin Society bene- 
fited by a gift of a collection of oil 
paintings, and citizens and science by the 
provision of funds which allowed the 
building of gates and lodges for the 
Botanic Gardens. During his time the rise 
of the cotton industry in Lancashire had 
put the weavers of Dublin in a bad way, 
and, to help them, besides other donations, 
Mr. Pleasants set aside fourteen thousand 
pounds for the erection of the Stove 
Tenter House for poor weavers, The 
hospitals were not forgotten by huis 
munificence, and some ten thousand

any proposals now pending before vour Co- 
vernment, or before your Commission, re- 
gurding air privileges over the waters of 
Cork Harbour by any foreign corporation ? 

Should air franchise privileges be granied 
to a foreign corporation, will the Cork Har- 
bour Board or the Irish Government reserve 
the right to dictate service time 
io and from your port to other European 
destinations ? 

Does your plan of development include a 
radio beacon installation at Queenstown ? 

The Commissioners are also requested to

The exact amount to issue and the rate was 
not decided. 

Whatever the decision of the De-rating 
Commission, and no matter when it was 
reached, there could not for the coming 
financial year he any further alleviation in 
local rates. Even if there was agreement 
to de-rate, it could not be made effective at 
once. 

The main questions that arose were the 
burthen of taxation and unemployment, and 
he thought that Deputies MacEntee and 
Lemass were at variance on both matters. 
There was a call for the lightening of the 
burden by Deputy MacEntee, while Deputy 
Lemass asked for increased expenditure 
bringing extra burdens on agriculture and 
industry. He did not take the demand 
made by Fianna Fail, and, perhaps, other 
groups for the lessening of the burdens on 
agriculture and industry aiming at remission 
of taxation very seriously, All the de- 
mands made on the Government were for 
new activities calling for more money. There 
had been virtually no demand in the Dail 
for the suppression of services. 

There were at the moment three motions 
or bills introduced by Fianna Fail, which 
would all tend to increase expenditure. One 
of these was the Old Age Pensions Bill, 
which would involve an additional expendi- 


ture of £300,000, or more. 


GOVERNMENT AID 

With regard to Deputy Lemass’s sugges- 
tions as to the way to deal with the un- 
employment problem, it was a question 
whether the problem could be solved by 
Government action, or solved indirectly by 
the Government inducing or helping private 
employers to give employment, or leaving the 
way open for employers to give employment. 
He (the Minister) did not believe that it 
could be solved by any Government action 
which it would be possible to take. If the 
State decided to proceed to solve the pro- 
blem it must be prepdred to go a great deal 
further than the ratepayers of the country 
were prepared to go. It involved a great 
deal more than Deputy Lemass had contem- 
plated. For instance, large numbers of the 
unemployed workers Br not be employed 
on such utility schemes as he mentioned, 
because they were not physically fit. The 
only part of, the money that they would be 
justified in borrowing would be the part that 
the local authority would repay. If they 
were going to take the proper view, realising 
that the schemes would continue for a con- 
siderable time, they would have to raise large 
sums of meney, and the additional taxation 
that would be imposed would have the effect 
of reducing employment somewhere else, and 
a little more pressure of taxation on the 
industrial and farming communities would 
cause a great deal of unemployment. 

With regard to the housing scheme sug- 
gested by Deputy Lemass, it would, no doubt, 
increase the number of houses, but would 
increase the cost by from fifty to a hundred 
per cent. more than at present. 


TARIFF LIMITATIONS. 

They could not solve the problem of un- 
employment rapidly by wholesale tariffs. It 
was possible that such a thing would result 
in greater unemployment rather than in less, 
because of the fact that people would be 
squeezed out of agriculture, and any odd in 
dustry—if any was left—that was not 
tariffed, and the country would be left with 
this permanent burden of overhead charges 
arising from this uneconomic way of start- 
ing industries. . 

In the matter of tariffs they should not 
look for quick results. The solution of the 
unemployment problem could not be carried 
out by the establishment of public works 
and the wholesale imposition of tariffs. What 
they had to do was to permit, and assist 
and encourage private enterprise to develop 
and extend industries already in existence, 
and to found new industries. 

The real cause of a great deal of the un- 
employment here was the effect of the de- 
pressed conditions in Fngland on agricul- 
ture in the Free State. He uid not see how 
they were to avoid suffering for a long time 
from the effects of that depression in Eng- 
land.

CIRCUIT COURT RULES.

The most import- 
ant part was the schedule of costs. The fact 
th: an impasse had not occurred during the 
five-and-a-half or six years when they were 
without any schedule of costs was a great 
tribute to the common-sense and good-will of 
the practitioners.

PASSED IN BELFAST.

Mr. T. WESTROPP BENNETT, Chair- 
man, presided yesterday at the meeting of 
the Irish Free State Senate. 

Un the second reading of the Agricultural 
Produce (Fresh Meat) Bill, 1929, 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
explained that the bill was a measure for 
regulating the quality of exported meat, &nd 
had nothing to do with meat consumed at 
home. The first part of the bill was the 
most important, and provided that animals 
should only be slaughtered on registered 
premises, and that these registered premises 
must be suitable and clean, that there must 
be no danger of contamination, and that 
there must be proper means of dealing with 
offal. 

Owing to the exclusion of Dutch pork 
from the English market in 1926 there were 
suddenly established all over this country 
small premises where pork was slaughtered, 
in many cases under unsanitary conditions, 
and by people, many of whom were without 
technical skill or any proper equipment or 
plant. From the point of view of the 
farmer and of the State it was uneconomic 
to have this trade handled in too many 
small places. 

“I have every confidence,” concluded Mr. 
Hogan, “ that this bill will pay for itself by 
giving a good return to the farmers. ' 

Mr. BAGWELL stated that when the bill 
left the Senate it should contain nothing 
which would be unfair to those engaged in 
the industry. 


NORTH VERSUS SOUTH, 

Mr. COUNIHAN urged that there should 
be in the bill some provision for appeal from 
the decision of the inspectors to an inde- 
pendent authority. He asked the Minister to 
consider the introduction of some means 
whereby the exporter should be able to call 
in an independent expert to ‘weet to the 
Minister, who could then give his decision 
upon the facts. Perfectly sound cattle were 
being rejected at the port of Dublin. where 
the inspectors were not exercising coimmon- 
sense or discretion, as were the inspectors of 
Northern Ireland. Virtually all the cattle 
rejected at the Dublin port could get through 
to Great Britain via North of Ireland ports. 
It was up to the Minister to protest against 
this state of affairs 

Dr. GOGARTY said that one bad consign- 
ment would do a great deal of damage to the 
cattle exporting industry. He regretted that 
some provision was not made for dealing 
with private abattoirs in Dublin, which were 
a disgrace to civilisation. In many cases 
they were only whitewashed, tumble-down 
houses, and children were allowed to go 
through them at will. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that, while supporting 
the purposes and intention of the bill, he 
complained that those engaged in the 
slaughter-houses and in the distribution of 
fresh meat’ were not going to be interfered 
with so long as the meat was to be consumed 
in Ireland. The people of Dublin, for in- 
stance, would be obliged to take beef and 
mutton in a condition that the English Go- 
vernment would not allow to be supplied to 
the London people. The Irish consumer 
should be protected in the same way that 
the English consumer was protected. 


INSPECTION OF MEAT IN DUBLIN. 

Mr. COMYN hoped that the speech of 
Senator Counjhan would induce the inspectors 
to do their duty in such a way as to cause 
the least irritation. 

Mrs. WYSE POWER said that the vast 
majority of the meat in Dublin was killed in 
slaughter-houses that were not fit for the 
business. She regretted that there was no 
provision in the bill to make sure that that 
condition of things would be remedied. 

Mr. O’ROURKE suggested that there 
might be difficulty in carrying out the regula- 
tions along the Border. 

Mr. WILSON said that there was no reason 
why the people of Dublin should not have 
their meat as carefully inspected as that 
which was to be experted to England. 

Mr. FARREN said that the bill was not in 
the interest of the British people, but in the 
interest of the dead meat trade of this 
country. The Government was entitled to 
interfere with anyone who was injuring the 
reputation of the country, 


BILL GENERALLY APPROVED, 

Mr. O’CONNOR said that he had made 
inquiries, and had heard nothing but opinions 
in favour of the bill. He had no faith in 
the dead meat trade in this country. The 
only trade that would last was the live- 
stock trade. The Dublin Abattoir was con- 
ducted in as proper a manner as any abattoir 
could be, and the meat consumed in Dublin 
was the best in the world. There was no 
city in the world where meat was more satis- 
factorily handled than in Dublin. No reason- 
able person could find fault with the bill. 

The MacGILLYCUDDY said that he be- 
lieved that the Minister had in contemplation 
further legislation to prevent the export of 
tubercular cattle. The bill was rathe 
drastic, but anyone who read the papers 
could see what had occurred in regard to 
dirty eggs. If they were to have hali 
measures in the country there would be a 
tremendous slackening off; prices would fall 
and they would get a bad name at once, 


LOW-GRADE BEEF. 

Sir JOHN KEANE said that in regard to 
beef, he thought that the Minister must 
make allowance for varying qualities. They 
could not set one standard of excellence, as 
they might do with regard to other com- 
modities. He would like to know what the 
Minister’s views were respecting different 
grades of beef. In England there was a 
market for low-grade beef, and he thought 
that Irish producers sLould be allowed to 
cater for that demand. 

Mr. DUFFY said that if inferior meat were 
to be kept at home there should be more 
stringent inspection of it. 

Mr. McELLIN said that the bill failed to 
make any provision for the prohibition of 
imported meat, which was not desirable for 
consumption by the people. He believed that 
many of the restaurants in Dublin supplied 
foreign meat to their customers. 


MINISTERIAL REPLY. 

Mr. HOGAN, in replying, said that Mr. 
Ragwell’s objection was to any bill at all. 
He thought they should leave things alone, 
but things could not be left alone, because 
the Dutch, Danish, and their other competi- 
tors in the English market were all regulating 
their farmers, and giving them assistance. It 
was a pity that there was not some other bill 
dealing with the consumption of meat at 
home. The regulation of different grades of 
meat for consumption at home was a vei'y 
difficult question. It could be tackled by 
means of more stringent public health regula- 
tions, but that was an entirely different 
matter, and hardly within the scope of the 
operations of the Department of Agriculture 

He had the authority of all the exporters 
of dead meat for this bill. His Department 
had consulted the representatives of virtually 
every interest that was directly or indirectly 
affected. The principle of the bill was cer- 
tainly an agreed one. 


AGREEMENT WITH STOCK OWNERS. 


The fact that they had reached agreement 
with small stock owners as to the fees to be 
charged—in fact, they were actually those 
suggested by the Cork Stock Owners’ Asso- 
clation—-was startling evidence of the reason- 
ableness of the bill. It had been a gan 
that the regulations should also apply uo 
cured meat, but the conditions were entirely 
different.

Modern Superstition. 


Mr. EK, Lovett’s exhibits in the Cuming 
Museum are the fruit of a curious zeal. 
He has combed London for the fetiches 
of modern superstition, as Sir James 
Frazer explored the myths of antiquity. 
A motley array of charms is the reward 
of his energy. There are the mandrake, 
panacea of human ills, the acorn that 
baffles lightning, and the tormentil root, 
that enables us to recover those who 
are lost. While men of science and 
materialists may deplore human credulity 
and the consequent neglect of their own 
achievements, we are inclined to regard 
this manifestation of a belief in the 
supernatural with a tolerant eye. After 
all, what is superstition but the faith of 
the uneducated? Is the small boy, who 
talks knowingly of locomotives driven by 
super-heated steam, more attractive than 
his simpler brother, who refers to a 
” puff-puff ’’? Even today in country 
districts we can find rustics who, when 
they suffer from warts, gravely make a 
parcel of stones—one for every wart—and 
leave it in the road that some passer-by 
may pick up the parcel and, with it, their 
affliction. We may view these extravagances 
with whimsical mirth, but we ought not 
to be altogether contemptuous. The great 
initiates of history, in the light of modern 
knowledge, often can be charged with 
base superstition; but who dares deny 
that Zoroaster and Quetzalcoatl; to name 
only two, left their mark—and, on the 
whole, a beneficial mark—upon posterity ? 
In this enlightened year of Grace, the 
representatives of institutional religion, 
whether Christian, Moslem, monotheistic 
or polytheistic, on all sides are lamenting 
the dead glare of finite materialism that 
is blinding humanity to the remoter light 
The intelligentsia of 
our that it is 
sufficient unto itselfi—we detect the 
inspiration of Winwood Reade and others 
of his kidney—and seeks by gifted satire 
and elegant cynicism to stifle the gnawing 
attack of the inward vision, Let us derive 
comfort, therefore, from the admission of 
many so-called agnostics that, although 
they may spurn the faith of their fathers, 
yet they dare not walk under a ladder or 
be the thirteenth at a dinner table.

The greatest danger of 
our civilisation is materialism, and the 
result of its enforced doctrines can be 
seen in Soviet Russia. Thus, while we 
regret that so many persons prostitute 
their.faith upon unworthy trifles, we must 
admit that their superstition, In many 
respects, is preferable to the reason of

A whole generation 
has elapsed since Mr. Richmond began, in 
the Public Orator’s happy phrase, vincire | 
novis tempora floribus—to bind fresh 
flowers on the forehead of The Times, In 
his hands the Literary Supplement has 
become a national institution and has dis- 
charged a national service. Creative genius 
is, no doubt, Nature’s highest gift, but 
it is vastly indebted: to those who help 
their fellows to know and understand it. 
To-day the Literary Supplement is the 
most trustworthy signpost in the ever ex- 
panding field of English letters. It fulfils § 
its weekly function in a spirit of generous, 
but well-controlled, enthusiasm. Its 
range is extraordinarily wide; its 
standards of criticism are uncommonly 
high; it exhibits, in the Public Orator’s 
pious boast, “ a certain scrupulous taste 
such as we at Oxford particularly enjoy. 
The American philosopher, Thoreau, said: 
‘* Read the best hooks when you are young, 
because afterwards you may not have time 
to read them.’’ A man who in youth 
has read the best books can feel to-day 
that, even if his only later companion has 
been the Literary Supplement, there has 
been no severe hiatus in his pursuit of 
letters.

MULCAHY informed Mr. BRADY

THE WELFARE OF THE BLIND. 


Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, 
informed Mr. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin N.) 
that the number of blind persons between the 
ages of fifteen and fifty registered under the 
Department schemes on March 3lst, 1929, 
was 579, and that 356 of these were in receipt 
of assistance under the schemes. The ap- 
proximate cost of pensions for blind persons 
curing the year ending December 3lst, 1929, 
was £70,055. The number of blind persons 
of fifty years and upwards in receipt of allow. 
ances under blind welfare schemes from the 
twenty-five local authorities who had adopted 
schemes for the welfare of the blind, and 
from whom these statistics were secured, was 
698. There were no statistics available which 
would enable him to state the total number 
of blind persons in Saorstat Eireann. 


DETECTIVE DISMISSED. 


Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY. Minister 
for Justice, informed Mr. KERLIN (FF.. 
Dublin 8.) that. he was aware that, in the 
case of a Garda prosecution in the Dublin 
District Court on August 27th, 1929, against 
one William Murray, for offences against the 
Motor Car Acts, the District Justice sug 
gested that the evidence given by a detective 
officer, who was called as a witness for the 
defence, should be brought to the notice of 
his authorities. As a consequence, dis- 
ciplinary charges were preferred against that 
officer to the effect that he gave false 
evidence in the said prosecution to contradict 
the evidence of the prosecuting Guard; that 
lie was guilty of neglect of duty in failing 
to report promptly any evidence which he 
could give for the defendant, and that he 
made false and misleading statements in a 
written report to his superior officer as to 
his movements on the occasion in question. 
A sworn inquiry was held, and the officer 
was found guilty. The imposition of punish- 
ment was postponed for six months, pending 
consideration of reports in the meantime on 
his conduct in the uniform branch, to which 
he was transferred. Further disciplinary 
offences by this man had since come to light, 
and his dismissal from the force had been 
decided upon.

FROM FREE STATE TO 
LONDON.

QUESTION OF AN AIR 
SERVICE, 

In the House of Commons yesterday 
Colonel C. Howard-Bury asked the Under- 
Secretary of State for Air whether, seeing 
the need for the establishment of an air 
service between London and the Irish Free 
State, he will communicate with the Free 
State Government and 
agreement can be arrived at between the 
two countries for the establishment of such 
a service. 

Mr. Montague replied: —My noble 
friend is fully in sympathy with the 
object, as I understand it. which the hon. 
and gallant member has in view; but it 
does not appear that the circumstances are 
such as would justify any representations 
at the present time to His Majesty’s 
Government in the Irish Free State. The 
establishment of .an air service between 
London and the Irish Free State would 
naturally be a matter of private enter- 
prise—(Conservative cheers)—and any dis- 
cussion between the two Governments, to 
be practical, should have reference to 
concrete proposals which had been put 
forward. No such proposals have been 
received by the Air Ministry. 

Colonel Howard-Bury—Could not the 
Secretary make representations to Im- 
perial Airways, who have lines to Europe? 

Mr. Montague said he thought that 
consideration was in the mind of the 
Minister. 

Commander Kenworthy asked if it was 
right to say this was only a matter for 
private enterprise when other lines were 
subsidised.

A CRITICAL DAY. 


M. BRIAND AND ITALIAN 
- ~ FIGURES, 

M. Briand received French delegates at 
the Carlton Hotel, London, last night. 
According to the original arrangement the 
meeting was to have been open to 
journalists of all nationalities, but almost 
at the’ last moment there was a change, 
and journalists other than French were 
rigidly excluded. 

There is a distinct impression that 
vesterday was one of the most critical and, 
perhaps, decisive days in the whole course 
of the Conference. 

The experts, with M. Dumesnil, French 
Minister of Marine, and Mr. Alexander, 
First Lord of the. Admiralty, have 
practically completed their analysis of the 
I'rench figures to make clear to the 
politicians exactly what they mean now, 
and what they will mean in 1936, if the 
present shipbuilding programme is carried 
out. 

‘T have fnished my 
morrow the matter will 
to the delegations,’’ M. Briand told the 
journalists last night. The chief of the 
French delegation appeared to be in a 
depressed mood. He told them that ‘in 
the French view delay has been due not 
to the French attitude, but to the fact 
that the Italians have produced no figures 
at all, but have simply insisted upon 
being granted the principle of parity with 
France, whatever the figures may be. It 
is the view of the French delegation that 
nothing can be done until the Italians 
have produced their figures. 

It is understood that this point—that 
the Italians have produced no figures— 
was raised rather sharply at yesterday’s 
meeting of the heads of the British. 
American and French delegations.

NO POLITICAL PACT. 

The atmosphere of the Conference, in 
French ciretes, at any rate, last night 
appeared to be gloomy. The idea of a 
political pact has been ruled out.

This, it is understood. rules out also the 
possibility of a substantial reduction in 
French tonnage figures. 

The probable outlook appears to be a 
five-Power Treaty, which may secure 
qualified disarmament in the form of a 
holiday: in the building of battleships, and 
incorporate a considerable amount of pre- 
paratory and technical work, which will 
smooth the way for a future Conference. 

Varying estimates are given of the 
duration of the Conference. <A _ British 
spokesman said to-day that it may last a 
month, and M. Briand last night gave it 
a fortnight. 


THE FRENCH PACT 
PROPOSAL. 


STRONG CRITICISM OF 
ITALIAN CLAIMS, 
From ReEvverR’s CORRESPONDENT. 

PARIS, Wednesday. 

The French security pact proposa] is 
now definitely outside the scope of the 
London Conference, according to the Diplo- 
matic Correspondent of the Havas Agency. 
France was willing to agree to a greater 
measure of naval disarmament on condi- 
tion that her pact proposal was accepted 
by the other Powers, but, as Great Britain 
and the United States have both declared 
their unwillingness to shoulder fresh com- 
mitments, France “is unable further to 
reduce her naval armaments as she was 
otherwise prepared to do.”’ 

This morning M. Dumesnil, the Minister 
of Marine, and this afternoon M. Briand, 
defended the French case frankly, setting 
forth the details of French naval defence. 

“The French delegation had no difh- 
culty,’’ the correspondent writes, ' in ex- 
plaining the importance of the tonnage 
corresponding to French national needs 
in view of the geographical situation of 
France on three seas and her colonial 
empire of eleven millions of square kilo- 
metres with sixty millions of inhabitants. 

‘It is for this reason that France, 
whose fleet must be dispersed throughout 
the world, is unable to accept parity with 
Italy, who can concentrate her fleet in the 
Mediterranean because she has no distant 
interests like France. 

“But up to the present the Italian 
delegation, in spite of pressing and 
reiterated appeals, confines itself to de- 
matiding the same tonnage as France, and 
refuses ‘to set out its needs, still less to 
justify them. 

“The claim of the Italian Government 
is all the more unjustifiable, as her fleet 
is at present. 320,000 tons less than the 
French, and she would be incapable of 
materially constructing sufficient tonnage 
to place her on an equal] footing with 
France during the five years that the pro- 

ed agreement would run. 

“T& is‘to be hoped, therefore, that the 
Italian delegation will not sacrifice to 
empty considerations of prestige the im- 
portant, though partial, technical results 
which may still be expected of the Con- 
ference in the direction of naval limita- 
tion and the reduction of expenditure.”

MAN WHO WON MANY 
HONOURS IN WAR 
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CRASH IN CANADA.

OTTAWA, Wednesday. 

_ Colonel W. G. Barker, V.C., was. killed 
In an aeroplane accident here to-day. 
Colonel Barker. served with the Canadian 
Infantry and Royal Air Force. 1914-1918, 
and is officially credited with 
brought down 52 enemy ‘planes. 
66 years of age, 

Colonel Barker was awarded the D.S.0. 
end bar, the M.C, and two bars, the Croix 
de Guerre, and the Italian Silver Medal 
for his deeds of bravery during the War. 


HOW HE WON THE V.C. 

While serving with the Royal Air Force 
on October 27th, 1918, he attacked an 
cnemy two-seater aeroplane over Foret de 
Mormal with a machine gun, and-it broke 
up in the air. At the same time a Fokker 
biplane attacked him and he was wounded 
in the thigh, but managed to shoot down 
the biplane. He was then attacked froin 
all directions by a large. formation of 
Fokkers, end was again severely wounded 
in the left thigh, but succeeded in diving 
down two of the enemy in a spin, He 
lost consciousness, and his machine fell! 
Jownwards out of control. On recovering 
he found himself being again attacked 
heavily by a large formation, and, singling 
out one machine, he deliberately charged 
und drove it down in flames. 

During this fight his left elbow .was 
shattered, and he fainted again, and on 
regaining consciousness he found himself 
still being attacked. In spite of his 
wounds he dived on the nearest machine 
end brought it down in flames. He en- 
deavoured to regain the British lines, but 
another swarm of enemy ‘planes tried to 
cut him off, but he succeeded in breaking 
up the formation and got back to the 
British lines, where he crashed on land- 
ing. He survived his injuries and was 
warded the VU. 


WHILE TESTING NEW ‘PLANE. 

It was announced last month that 
Colonel Barker had been appointed Vice- 
resident and Managing Director of the 
Fairchild Aircraff Company of Montreal. 

Colonel Barker was testing a new 
biplane for the Government when the 
tiachine crashed: at the aerodrome near 
here. He was flying low when the "plane, 
for some unknown reason, suddenly 
crashed.

TENANTS’ PROFITEERING. 

Mr. T. J. Campbell, K.C, (Nationalist), 
seconded the motion.

It was 
stated that these rents were fixed by free 
contracts and the Government should not in- 
terfere with free contracts; but he contended 
that in the present shortage of houses theése 
were not free contracts, and unless the 
tenant paid the rent he would not have a

He gave an instance of one house. within 
ten minutes of the centre oí - the city, 
divided into seven different tenancies and 
producing £3 3s. per week, or £165 per 
annum.

THE GENERAL LETTING VALUE, 


Senator Leslie said that he thought the 
Senator who moved the resolution rather 
overstated the case of general profiteering 
from several specified cases which could not 
be investigated.

obituary. In that, perhaps, they are a 
little premature, but it can be no secret 
that the negotiations have now reached a 
crisis which may easily prove fatal. It 
rhay be taken for granted that M. Briand 
will say what he has to say in the most 
tactful and conciliatory manner possible, 
bit in substance it is bound to be a 
repetition of the case which the French 
put forward at the very opening of the | 
negotiations, and from which they have 
never deviated. 

Until M. Briand has actually made his 
promised statement the hope will persist 
that. so astute amd experienced a 
negotiator may yet be able to suggest a 
formula acceptable to all. Even if he 
should be unable to do this, and there 
were no longer any prospect of politica! 
arrangements with Great Britain and the 
United States which would enable France 
to redace the tonnage figures she has put 
forward, it would still not follow that the 
Conference is doomed to failure. It as 
certainly the hope and wish of all the 
delevates that it should not be 
allowed to fail. In spite of marked 
and apparently irreconcilable differences 
of opinion, there lias been no breakdown 
of good-will on the part of any of the 
delegations. The difficulties have been | 
caused by lack of preparation, not on the 
technical side where there has been 
plenty, but on the political side, where | 
there is no escaping the conclusion that 
sufficient care had not been taken before- 
hand to pave the way for a reconciliation 
between the well-known desire of France 
for political guarantees, Great Britain s 
equally well-known determination not to 
be drawn into eéntangling mulitary 
alliances, and the traditional aversion of 
the United States from any, even purely 
ron-military, commitments In extra- 
American affairs. 

The crux of the whole difficulty, and 
the reason why France is so insistent on 
guarantees for her security, is to be 
found in the rivalry of French and Italian 
interests in the Mediterranean, and in 
the Italian demand for parity with 
France. Even at this late moment it is 
not, perhaps, quite out of the question, 
though it 1s extremely unlikelr, that the 
whole situation may be eased by a direct 
understanding between France and Italy. | 
Even if this faint hope should prove | 
illusory, the Conference is not likely to | 
separate in despair without accomplishing | 
anything. lis main objects may prove 
unattainable for the present, but if has 
reached valuable agreements on a rumber 
of points: of considerable importance, and 
some of the Powers have even succeeded 
in coming to tentative understandings as 
to their future programmes.

The public sittings of the Grain Inquiry 
Commission concluded yesterday, when the 
Chairman (Mr. J. J. McElligott). intimated 
that the Tribunal would lose no time in pre- 
senting its report to the Government, but that 
there was no likelihood of it affecting tillage 
during the present year. 

Further consideration was given the 
memorandum submitted. on behalf of the 
Grain’ Growers’ Association in support of its 
proposal for the admixture of 15 per cent, of 
home-grown grain with maize imported Into 
the Free State,. before sale, for animal con- 
sumption. 

On the question of competitive feeding 
value, the. memorandúm .pointed out that 
home-grown grain generally was above ques- 
tion, and the only matter needing attention 
was with the admixture of oats for the feed- 
ing of very young pigs. 

The Chairman pointed out that the 
memorandum submitted that. the cost of 
grinding the mixture would be the same as 
that of grinding maize by itself. That was 
not the opinion of the experts who had given 
evidence. They held that because of the 
higher percentage of. fibre in the home-grown 
graip, particularly in oats, the cost of grind- 
ing must be higher. : 

Answering Dr. Hinchcliffe, Mr. Bergin, 
Honorary Secretary of the Grain Growers’ 
Association,’ who submitted the memorandum, 
svid that 5 per cent. would be a fair figure 
to allow for loss by: moisture in home-grown 
grain. 

Professor Whelehan asked how was it pro- 
posed to guard against the natura) inclination 
of the he to buy the cheapest, and, conse. 
quently, the inferior grain for the purpose of 
grinding in.the mixture. 

Mr. Bergin said that it was a question of 
what was inferior grain. The small corn 
separated by screening was classified by usage 
as inferior. Even in very wet harvests good 
farmers: managed to save the grain, and ulti- 
mately the only ill-effect was loss of colour. 

Later on Mr. Bergin told Professor 
Wheichan that he himself would pay as much 
for a maise and black oats mixture as for a 
maize and white oats mixture, but he did not 
think that the average farmer would. 

DENIED PROFIT FROM MAIZE. 

The diseussion turned for a while on the 
history of the use of maize in the country, 
und the effects thereof. Mr. Bergin admitted 
to Professor Whelehan that since it, was in- 
troduced nr 1847 the ‘live-stock population had 
increased, but he would not say to an enor- 
mous extent. He had not, however, made 
out the comparative figures. Cattle and pigs 
were fattened here before maize was known, 
and pigs were still being fattened without. it. 

Professor Whelehan—The real point at 
issue 1s: Have we, or have we not, imported 
this four million pounds’ worth ef maize a 
year lo our profit or not? 

Mr. Bergin—I say we have not imported it 
to our profit, 

Professor Whelehan—But you have not 
gone back to find out what was the position 
before maize came in, Undoubtedly, there 
has-been a increase in the cattle and 
horse. population, but you have not got the 
heures for us. 

In the course of further discussion, Pro- 
lessor Whelehan said that Monaghan yio- 
duced more grain by far than Kildare, 
Queen's County, King’s County and Carlow, 
the counties where the trouble existed... The 
proposal put up amounted to this: that 
Monaghan would be forced to purchase grain 
from those counties. “ You are going,” he 
said, ‘“‘to worsen the position of the 
Monaghan. farmers in the interests of counties 
which actually grow less grain than they 
grow themselves,” 


CONTROL BOARD'S POWERS. 

The afternoon session was occupied with 
consideration of the administrative machinery 
to operate the scheme. The proposal is for 
the setting up of @ statutory controlling body 
of three or more persons, which, among 
other powers, would have that of issuing 
licences, without which no grain, except 
maize or grain products for live stock, could 
be-admitted to the Saorstat. 

The Chairman remarked that it was sug- 
gested to give the Control Board very wide 
powers, which would possibly affect other 
interests than those. directly concerned. 

The proposed machinery was, he said, of a 
very elaborate character, involving a large 
staff, some with ‘technical knowledge. No 
estimate was given of its probable cost, which 
he knew would be considerable. That could 
be recovered only from the purchasers of tho 
mixture, and the question arose whether the 
result would be an actual increase in tho 
price of feeding stuffs. 

The memorandum of the appellant’s case 
concluded by stating that the adoption of 
the scheme would materially help the pro- 
ducers of cereals by providing a market. The 
existence of a reliable market would have the 
effect of bringing a largely-increased acreage 
of third and fouyth-rate grazing lands under 
the plough each year. 

The adoption of the scheme would not ad- 
versely affect the interests of cousumers of 
maize products, inasmuch as. the proposal 
was to place at their disposal a small per- 


reat 


good as what they had been using and, except 
under most exceptional circumstances, at no 
higher price, but in many cases at a lower 
price, 

No evidence had been offered to show that 
the adoption of the proposal would not be in 
the national interests. 

The public sittings of the Commission then 
concluded, 


NO IMMEDIATE CHANGE. 

The Chairman, at, the conclusion of the 
discussion - on the evidence submitted, said 
that the Tribunal desired to place on record 
its appreciation of the help given by Mr. 
Bergin during the whole of the proceedings. 
The Tribunal would lose no time in present- 
ing its report to the Government, but there 
was no likelihood of. it affecting tillage during 
the current year. 

Professor Whelehan joined in the tribute 
to Mr. Bergin who, he said, had deserved a 
better seconding than he seemed to have had 
from those who apparently constituted the 
Grain Growers’ Association.

Resuming the debate in the Northern 
House of Commons yesterday on the King’s 
Speech, Mr. J. Beattie (Labour, Pottinger) 
said that a large magnifying glass would be 
needed to find out what Ulster would gain 
from the Speech. They had from fifty to 
sixty thousand unemployed in the Six 
Counties, while many thousands were out- 
side the official returns. It would be a good 
thing for Northern Ireland if a census of 
unemployment, as well as production, were 
taken, because until it was done they could 
only guess the number unemployed. The 
purchasing power of the shipyard workers 
had fallen so low that they were unable to 
keep themselves up to the required physical 
standard. 

On the previous day a Government member 
referred to religious persecution in another 
country. ‘‘ Looking. to the honourable 
member’s record, and to his party's record, 
I thought that the complaint of religious 
persecution in another courftry came witb 
exceedingly bad grace from a member of a 
party whose policy has always been to fan 
the flame of religions discord, and this in a 
portion of a country infamous throughout 
the world for its religious intolerance.” 

The ‘Speaker; intervening. said that they 
should not go back to history to arouse 
passions on the other side of the House. 

Mr. Crawford (Government) said that 
farmers were in a bad state and on the verge 
of bankruptcy, unable to dispose of -the 
crops, even at a loss. If something was not 
done, to prevent dumping of subsidised 
products from other countries, he believed 
that in many places the land would be leit 
destitute in the hands of the Government. 
NATIONALISTS AND THEIR POLICY. 
If the Government do not give Some conces- 
sions to meet Catholic education demands on 
this occasion I am afraid that the position of 
Catholic representatives in this House will 
have to be reconsidered and the future policy 
defined. declared Mr. George Leeke (Nation- 
alist, Derry), referring to a speech of Mr.

Mr. Rowley Elliott (Govt.) said that when 
the Education Bill of 1923 was in the melting 
pot Roman Catholics were asked to nominate 
representatives to co-operate in making the 
Education Act what it ought to be, but not 
only was that invitation spurned, but when 
they were asked to give evidence before the 
Lynn Committee they refused to give help 
in any shape or form to formulate an educa- 
tion bill agreeable to all. When they 
realised the childish position in which they 
were placed in Ulster politics they came into 
the House and blamed the Government for 
not giving Roman Catholics the treatment 
they were entitled to. He never heard a 
single instance put forward of where Roman 
Catholic children were denied anything given 
to Protestants, and he had never asked any- 
thing for Protestants that he was not pre 
pared to give to Catholics, but he was 
conosed to preferential treatment for 
Catholics. 

Mr. Connellan, intervening; said that his 
reference was to schools, and not to children 
is individuals, and to conditions which pre- 
vented them fiom conscientiously availing 
themselves of giants open to Proiestan' 
schools.

ARMED RAID. 


FIVE ACCUSED MEN 
FOR TRIAL, 


Armed. raids which took place in the 
Midleton district of East Cork during the last 
week of December, were described at a Special 
Court which was held in Midleton yesterday, 
before District. Justice Farrell, when five 
young men from the Carrigtwohill district 
were returned for trial, in custody, to the next 
Cork Cireuit Court. The accused men are 
James O’Brien, David Joseph Perry, Denis 
and Edmond Tobin (brothers) and Daniel 
Bray. : 

They were charged with having, while 
armed, raided the offices of the Carrigtwohill 
Railway Station on the night of December 
31 last. In addition, O’Brien, Perry and 
Edmond Tobin were charged with breaking 
and entering the dwellinghouses of Patrick 
O'Meara, and Kate Sheridan, Lisgoold, on the 
night of December 24, and at the same time 
while armed, robbing sums of 8d. and £2 l1ós. 

Each of the accused men when charged with 
taking part in the first raid, pleaded guilty. 

Patrick O’Meara, an old man, living alone 
at Ballybrannagh, described how at 11 o’clock 
on Christmas Eve night, when he was about 
to retire, & knock came to his door, He 
opened the door, to find himself confronted 
with two shot-guns, and he was ordered to 
put up his hands. Witness was forced back 
to the wall, and then he discovered that there 
were three men in the house, all of whom were 
disguised; one had a red cloth over his face, 
and the other two had their faces painted red 
and black. Witness was told that they were 
out for certain business on that night and to 
hand out £3. 

He informed them that he had no money 
in the house, and then the raiders ransacked 
the house. They eventually found eigitt- 
pence in a purse in his bedroom, which they 
appropriated, and soon after left, warning 
him to return to bed and not to leave it for 
four hours. 

At a subsequent parade in Midleton barrack 
witness failed to identify any of the accused 
men. 

Miss Kate Sheridan said that about four 
o'clock on Christmas morning she was aroused 
frem her sleep by a noise in her bedroom. 
She discovered that two men were there, and 
when a light was forthcoming she found that 
they were both armed and masked. 

CASH BOX RIFLED. 

They continued searching the room until 
they located a trunk. In this was her cash 
box, containing £2 13s. When witness 
examined her cash box after the raiders had 
gone she found that all the money that she 
possessed was gone, Witness failed to identify 
the accused men. 

Superintendent O'Driscoll read signed state 
ments made by the accused men. The state- 
ments made to him, he said, were voluntary. 

This concluded the evidence for the prosecu 
tion, and, although bails were measnred by 
the Justice, the sureties forthcoming would 
not be accepted, and the accused men were 
removed under heavy escort to Cork Jail.

INJURY TO LOBSTER FISHING. 

Mr, Martin Flanagan, an extensive 
WATERFORD fish dealer, in an interview 
yesterday stated that the lobster fishing 
alone over an area stretching from the 
extreme point of Waterford Harbour to the 
Saltee Islands represented an annual sum of 
approximately £10,000, and several hundreds 
of the population of the coastal villages are 
entirely dependent on the lobster fishing for 
a livelihood. The fishing now was seriously 
jeopardised by the activities of foreign 
fishers off the Waterford and Wexford coasts, 
and Mr. Flanagan believes that there is 
strong support among local fishermen for 
the allegation that the foreigners, in some 
instances, took immature fish for trans- 
planting ou their home fishing grounds, 
LOANS TO FARMERS. 

The Ministry of Agriculture, NORTHERN 
IRELAND, is prepared to consider applications 
from farmers for loans for the purchase of 
live stock, meluding.peuliry. The purpose 
of these loans 1s to provide credit facilities 
for farmers who desire to increase the. num- 
ber of ‘live stock on their holdings. The 
scheme provides for the repayment of the 
loans by four annual Instalments, the first 
being payable on December ól, 1931, and the 
last on December ál. 1934, No instalment 
will be payable this year. Applications, in 
order to receive consideration, must reach 
the Ministry ou or before September 30, 
1950. Also it is announced. that, in con- 
tinuation of the scheme inaugurated last 
year, the Ministry will be prepared to con- 
sider applications from farmers: for short- 
term loans for the purchase of seeds and 
artificial manures.

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FARMERS IN DISMAY. 
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A DISTURBING. EPIDEMIC, 
———- --& --— 


OT for many mu 
ment been generated in the 
farmers as has been evident during the 

last few months. “Mass meetings " have 
been successfully organised in Great Britain 
to exploit the dangers and crises through 
which farming iS passing. It is estimated that 
Aberdeenshire farmers, under the wegis of the 
Marquis of Aberdeen, Lord Lieutenant of the 
county, mustered about 12,000, A similar 
meeting was held in Cambridge, which 20,000 
persons are said to have attended, These 
meetings urged instant and drastic Govern- 
nent action. The problem of potato marketing 
has produced keen, and, even, acrimonious, 
discussions in Lincolnshire, where rival asso- 
cations have aroused almost passionate -feel- 
ing bv their. counter-appeals. The farmers of 
Australia are anxious about the future of the 
dairying industry, and those ef Canada, and 
even the Government has been alarmed about 
the condition of the wheat market. In the 
United States a glut of milk has ‘pioduced 
something not far removed from panic, and 
the phenomenon has been observed, for the 
first time in many years, of butter (which ‘is 
regarded more as a luxury than a necessity 
in the United States—thongh the demand fo: 
milk is much higher per person than it is 
in these islands) selling cheaper in New 
York than in London 

In fact, throughout the English-speaking 
world to-day :armers are filled with varying 
degrees of boreboding—from definite, if ill 
defined, apprehension to absolute alarm. 
land is, perhaps, at ihe moment less mov 
than the places we have named; but in h 
land, too, there is anxiety.

Farmers being regarded by casual critics as 
constitutional grumblers, these 
nerves may receive less attention than they 
deserve, and it is impertant that the public 
should satisfy itself as to the basses of fears, 
which can scarcely have become epidemic in 
both hemispheres without serious 
of infection. An examination of 
price information will throw 
on the farmers’ depression. The Feb- 
ruary issue of the Monthly Crop 
Reports issued by the International Institute 
of Agriculture contains an interesting 
analysis of the ' Prices of the principal pro 
ducts of the soil in the vear 1929.” The 
article deals with the world’s wheat, rve, 
rice, cereals for fodder. oilseed and textile 
fibres. We cannot follow its ramifications fully, 
but the general position is summarised thus: 
‘* Prices are Jow for the more important pro- 
ducts, so much so that different Governments 
have considered it necessary to intervene to 
support them. And again. '' It may be 
said that, in general, at the close of the year 
the price level was such as to keep farmers 
in a state of grave anxiety.’’ An analysis 
is made of the position of the prices of wheat 
in Winnipeg, Chicago, Buenos Aires, Liver- 
pool, Paris, Berlin and Milan, and it is shown 
that ‘‘ since 1925 the average annual prices 
have gradually and constantly declined.’’ 

Incidentally it transpires that prices would 
have been markedly lower but for drought, 
which injured wheat crops in Canada and 
some of the United States—a striking com- 
mentary, surely, on how mankind interferes in 
the operations of nature. What proved to be 
a benefit to farmers elsewhere, however, mav 
well have been one cause of the alarm felt in 
North America. Indeed in Canada, as this 
report shows, the only remedial influence was 
' the concentration of Canadian wheat pro 
dveers in the Wheat Pool,’’ which tended to 
raise the prices for North American wheat,

Wheat Prices a Criterion of Farm 
Trends. 

‘The world price of wheat, though only one 
element. in the world’s agricultural balance 
sheet, is generally regarded as a sure index 
of the general trend of the prices of farm pro 
duce, and in these islands the tendency of 
many of these has been depressing in the 
extreme,

land, some days ago, the return of the egg 
to its pre-war price was (not unnaturally) 
regarded as a matter for congratulation.

The All-dry Mash 


The all dry method is the simplest, but also 
the most expensive.
